ance that the mind of our Eastern brethren is 
rightly informed with regard to this work— 
The character of this people will be understood. 
They are seen to be capable of noble things. It 
is good to have the approval of others: it is 


better to have the approval of our own conscien- _ 


ces. We speak the feelings of thousands, when 
we say, that California is far more our home to- 
day than ever before. This movement, this 
trueness, this heartiness and fearlessness of the 
masses, combined with temperateness, all show 
the right material for building up a State strong 
as granite, polished as marble. Men, and wo- 
men too, love this State a great deal more than 
they did two months ago. They feel that there 
is far more hope for its social and its business 
prospects. Many have determined to make 
their homes here who were wavering or adverse 
before. 

Me do not believe that a single interest of 
society or morals, or religion has been injured; 
but just the contrary. ‘There is more common 
sympathy among the people, which party strife 
cannot sever, which the isolating power of busi- 
ness life cannot quickly nullify. There is more 
patriotism—the love of the State for whom men 
have dared and died. ‘There is more true re- 
ligion than there was two months since, and 
never before had the Church such moral power 
here, as when like in days of old, it is found in in- 


tense sympathy with every civil right and every | 


social interest of man. 

Let us reap the largest social benefits by the 
largest individual profit. Let us learn how wi- 
ser, nobler, it is toaim at the public welfare 
than at individual good alone. The two are 
greatly united. A great evil has been here, 
that men have sought to enrich themselves alone 
in the quickest, easiest way: feeling little care 
and little responsibility about the rest of man- 
kind. It is not the way of progress. The this- 
tles without send their seeds over into the gar- 
den which we cultivate. We must either im- 
prove the community in which we live, or flee 
from it. The latter, has been too much the de- 
sign and course of men. But it is seen now, 
how the real interest of the individual demands 
the moral well-being of society. We must stop 
to administer justice, to take care of the courts 
and the elections: to build churches and schools; 
to educate the youth, and bring up a generation 
not ruined. These individual, selfish plans are 
overtaken with correction; aud men are now 
compelled to spend thousands of money, and 
months of time, where a tithe in the way of pre- 
vention by the discharge of every civil and social 
duty, in its time and place, would have sufficed. 
We shall be wiser henceforth. 

But let not a prudential lesson alone be im- 
pressed upon us. It is nobler to live for a princi- 


ple than to live for self. It is nobler to die fora 


principle, for truth, for one’s country, or his 
God, than to live ignobly for self. The highest, 
happiest, best lives are those which attain unto 
this devotion. It is this living for something 
higher and better than we are that elevates us. 
The man is elevated to the rank of the object 
for which he lives—be it his country, his reli- 
gion, the principles of eternal truth and love. 
The objects of pursuit hence classify mankind. 
They are sensualists, pleasure seekers, business 
men, patriots, philanthropists, Christians. 
There is here no impassable barrier of caste ; 
but it is possible for the slave to place himself 
among the highest of mankind. 


Ricut Sentiment.—The True Californian 
speaks the following :—“And here, though we 
are by no means half so good a christian as we 
ought to be, we desire to record our firm con- 
viction of the main truths of that holy religion, 
and our renewed efforts to endeavor to be wor- 
thy of becoming its disciple. We have long 
been convinced that mere philosophical morality 
is no security against the egress of crime, no 
shield against temptation. The soul must be 
warmed as well as enlightened and scepticism, 
has as yet furnished no fire to purify it of its 
guilt, and no star like that of Bethlehem, to 
lead it on to God. At best it is but the aurora 
of the Pole, glancing upon icebergs, and light- 
ing up desolation. The heart yearns for the 
sunlight, the rainbow and the stars.

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Editozial Correspondence. 
July 10, 1856. 
Jamestown.—From Montezuma, we passed 
along the foot of Table Mountain four miles 
north-east, to Jamestown. Surface mining in 
the gulches, is carried on to a limited extent 
the whole way, but farming is receiving more 
and more attention, with good Jprospect, that. 
after the people, by experience, shall learn to 
| cultivate the land in the right manner, in the 
right season of the year, the return to the la- 
borer in the mountains of California, will be 
better than in any other mountainous por- 
tion of the United States. 


“we do like this climate better than any 
other, and think it quite probable, we 
shall choose this country as our home.” The 
surface of the region is only gently rolling ; the 
hills yield good crops of grain, and the valleys 
are most admirable for gardens, where irriga- 
tion can be applied. The scenery is fine, while 
the singular level range of Table Mountain on 
the north, increases in attraction and beauty in 
each successive visit. 

Landon Insecr.—On our way here, we noticed 
a peculiar track or trail, crossing the road 
through the dust, and concluded to follow ; and 
find the creature which it indicates. In the 
course of a few rods we discovered it, and 
found it one of the largest insects we ever saw, 
or of which we ever read. It was vainly try- 
ing to hide itself from the hot sun, under a clod 
of clay. Nearly exhausted by the heat, it was 
easily taken captive, and carried to the next 
house for inspection. It was what is generally 
called a hornbug : too over-grown possibly to 
fly. Its length was three and a half inches, and 
its circumference three and three-fourths. We 
left it with the proprietor of the Ohio House, 
who seemed to take some interest in natural cu- 
riosities, and who determined to box the crea- 
ture and see what it would become. But, as 
preparations were being made, a brood of large 
chichens took an advantage of an opportunity, 
and divided the insect up quickly, as a sumptu- 
ous meal for a number of them. Strange that 
chickens should be so devoid of all science, or 
intellectual curiosity. They are after all, much 
like other myriads of creatures in the world, liv- 
ing only to scratch the earth, run overit,seek their 
own gratification, devour one another and die. 
Near ninety-nine hundreths of men are little dif 
ferent ; moving, eating, drinking, dying, such is 
their history. Their thoughts are occupied 
with trifles; and while they have “ no time,” 
“no money,” to minister to intellectual improve- 
ment, they will spend money freely for articles 
which, like tobacco, only defile and confer no 
benefit. 
, Jamestown is a permanent place, the centre 
of a durable mining district, yielding moderate 
returns ; having a large population in the im- 
mediate region, with a fair proportion of fami- 
lies, probably a hundred or more. Of these, 
some are not a whit behind the most worthy in 
Atlantic settlements. Though there is a school 
and church, two temperance organizations, one 
Odd Fellow’s and Mason’s Lodge, in the town, 
yet among the people immediately in the vil- 
lage, there is evident a decided lack of an ac- 
tive, strong, public sentiment, in favor of good 
society, and the institutions necessary to good 
society. 
Poverty Hiii.—This town is south of James- 
town, two miles, and just back of a single moun- 
tain elevation, adding peculiar beauty to the 


‘scenery. It is a small, but pleasant town, very 


quiet, and embowered among noble oaks. We 
know not the origin of the name, but are cer- 
tain that it is not indicative of any feature of 
the place, unless it be understood ironically and 
taken in an opposite sense. There are fourteen 
families in the vicinity. The residents are prin- 
cipally mining upon their own account ; a few 
are employed at three dollars a day. The min- 
ing was formerly by shafts, but is now chiefiy 
surface washing of indefinite extent. Some old 
towns in this vicinity are going to ruin, and will 
soon be unknown in fact or name. Little or no 
attention is here paid to farming. One mile 
south a stream passes, called Sullivan’s Creek, 
beyond which the country at once rises into 
broken hills, among which are a number of small 
towns and a scattered population. 


KWeaip's Fiat.—Up Sullivan's Creek two 
miles, and one mile to the south, is Kincaid’s 
Flat, a very valuable mining locality, though 
with but a small population. It lies upon the 
remarkable marble ſormation of this region; 
and the rich diggings are reached only by deep 
shafts of seventy or eighty feet. These, of late, 
have yielded enormously, equal to thirty vnd 
forty dollars a day tothe workman. Only three 
shafts have as yet struck the lead, and it is not 
certain how extensive it may be. One garden 
here, which is in size almost a farm, cultivated 
and owned by Mr. Daubenspeck, is in itself a 
mine in value, and as an example demonstrating 
the capabilities of the mountain soil for use and 
beauty, it is worth more than gold. The fruit 
trees and vines are luxuriant. 
Sonora.—Here, at this old town, are con- 
centrated the energy, enterprize, business, intel- 
ligence, and active influence both elevating and 
degrading, moral and immoral, good and bad, of 
this perhaps, the most important mountain 
county of the State. For near a mile in ex- 
tent, the main street is continuously lined on 
each side with buildings, appropriated to all 
the purposes common in a regular city; having 
many back and cross streets weli occupied with 
t tenements, cottages and fine residences 
of men of wealth and business in the place.— 
The buildings are mostly of wood ; yet some 
thirty fire-proof brick buildings there, generally 
a story in height, furnish considerable protec- 
tion against those scourges of fire, which have 
so often desolated this fated place, leaving more 
than once a blackened surface in place of a busy 
town. There are 200 children and no public 
school as yet: only two private ones. There 
are temperance organizations, lodges, and three 
Protestant Churches, and one Catholic. The 
ministers of the Protestant Churches, are Rev. 
Mr. Harmon, N. S. Presbyterian ; Rev. Mr. 
Fish, M. E. North, and Rev. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
NM. E. South. We wish there were not such di- 
visions in churches, that we have to use words 
which may even be deemed objectionable— 
There is no such legal name as New School 
Presbyterian, or Old School; High Cnurch 
Episcopalian and Low Church Episcopalian; 
Methodist Episcopal Church, North; and a host 
of others that might be mentioned. But there 
are divisions and distinctions, and for the pur 
pose of being understood, terms which common- 
ly obtain will be used and must be. The legal 
name of the Old School Presbyterian Charch, is 
simply “The Presbyterian Church;” that of the 
N. S. Presbyterian Church, is “The Constitu- 
tional Prebyterian Church ; that of High and 
Low Episcopal Churches, is respectively “ The 


name of the M. E. Church, North, is simply 


“The M. E. Charch;” but the members of none 


commonly now, we hear the expression, 


them by their legal names. To complain, be- 
cause men use commonly-received terms in des- 


seek to express these distinctions with the least 
liability to misunderstanding, and hence the 
popular names often differ widely from the close- 
ly resembling legal names. To contend about 
names is not Christian wisdom. For this the 
Apostle Paul censures the Corinthians, in his 
lst Epistle, lst chapter, 12th verse. Let all 
rather contend for the trath, as it is in Jesus, 
strive for its victory over a world of sin. 

is admirably supplied with water, and 
more conveniently than any town in the State. 
By the force of steam in the driest season, and 
by means of an overshot wheel in the wet, water 
from a large, pure spring, is thrown near a hun- 
dred feet above the highest part of the town, 
and carried in tubes down the streets, and to 
every house where the proprietor will pay a 
moderate sum: affording the best facilities for 
use, and an entire substitute for all fire engines, 
in the principal part of the town ; for all that is 
needed is to attach a hose to the hydraulics, 
and there is sufficient pressure to throw a large 
stream over the highest house. Now with the 
abundance of waste water, always running along 
the sides of the streets, if the citizens would 
only set out shade trees along the side-walks, 
they would have indeed one of the most beauti- 
ful places in all the mountains. The mining 
about Sonora is good and permanent, but not 
extensive. The business, directly and indirect- 
ly connected with its being the County Seat, 
and also, the business of a vast lumber region, 
lying immediately back of it, constitute an im- 
portant support for the people of the * **

priate, to satisfy himself relative to the educa- 
tional wants of California, the paramount neces- 
sity of early and energetic action to found and 
develop this College,—the practicability of ef- 
forts to that end, and at such time as he may find 
convenient, to report his views to the Board, 
and his decision with reference to the office of 
President.”

Such is the lesson of the famous‘ “Trinity 
Mountain robbery.” It took place in March, 
and caused mach excitement through this north- 
ern region. It had been felt that our express- 


mountain trails, often passing where one man 
could shoot down three or four. When people 
rewembered how many desperate men had been 
thrown out of business by the anti-gambling 
law, they expected nothing less than bold and 
frequent free-booting among the mountains.— 
One attack had been made near town, on the 
Weaver expressmen, which failed through a 
mistake. But the Trinity Mountain affair was 
a brilliant success. The expressmen from Yre- 
ka, and two or three in their company, suddenly 
heard a summons to surrender. Five double- 
barreled guns “covered” the whole party, and 
resistance was useless. They were left tied to 
trees, and the treasure was all taken, amounting 
to the snug little sum of $35,000 ;—a pretty 
good day’s work for the five double-barreled 
guns. Pursuit was baffled, and there was no 
clue. Without stopping for details, it is enough 
to say that one of the criminals, Carter, was 
surprised and outwitted, confessed his share of 
deed, and gave such information as has led to 
the arrest and conviction of two others—New- 
ton and Nicanoro—one a Swede, the other a 
Spaniard. The fourth, who was the captuin of 
the gang, was shot dead in resisting the arrest. 
The fifth is supposed to have been murdered by 
Newton, for his share of the booty. Thus in 
less than four months all have suffered. The 
drama is now over to the public; the curtain 
has fallen on the three remaining actors, who 
were last week sentenced for ten years to the 
State’s Prison. 
- It is very fortunate that this first large rob- 
bery has been so soon and so signally avenged 


showing villains how little they can rely on one 
another. The larger part of the treasure has 
been recovered.

The Work that yet Remains. 


A correspondent writing from Columbia, ap- 
provingly of what the Committee has done, thus 
expresses the work which it now remains for 
the people to do. 

“We cannot see that they can do more than 
clean out some of the leading rascals. This 
will not regenerate society. Send away all but 
the Vigilance Committee itself, and I doubt not 
knaves would brood again, as fast as maggots 
in a rotting carcass. The difficulty is far, far 
too deep to be cured by hanging and transport- 
ing a few noted characters. That will do some 
good, but can only heal the hurt of this people 
slightly. The process would need repetition as 
often as once in four or five years, if you stop 
with that. Public sentiment must be purified. 
This is the vital blood of the body politic, and 
if no way can be found to purge out its bad hu- 
mors, there can be no health. Ulcers and all 
filthy sores will keep breaking out on the sur- 
face. We must call back our moral and educa- 
tional and religious institutions. We must re- 
store our practically abolished Sabbaths, hunt 
up our lost bibles and recollect the lessons of 
our childhood. This people must be educated 
and cultivated morally and religiously ; or all 
the Vigilance Committees and “law and order” 
Governors, at war or combined, cannot save us. 
By and bye we shall find this out.“ *

Kohler, Treasurer Woods, Assessor Stillman, 
Surveyor Gardner, Coroner Kent, Superintend- 
ent Pelton and Justices Ryan, Smith, Chamber- 
lain and Castree to resign, were passed without 
a dissenting voice. 

A Committee was also appointed to wait 
upon the county officers, above named, and re- 
quest their resignation. . 

The most unanimous feeling prevailed. Va- 
rious speeches were made, after which the meet- 
ing adjourned to Monday night. ; 

Meetine Monpay Nicat.—On Monda 
evening the citizens gathered in large numbers, 
to hear the report of the Committee appointed 
to wait upon the officers and ask them to re- 
sign. The Committee reported, that they had 
performed their duty, and had reeeived replies 
from all but one or two; and that they had re- 
fused to comply with the request. Resolutions 
were then passed, giving the Committee fur- 
ther time to consider and report such measures 
as are deemed advisable in the present exigency. 
The meeting then adjourned, subject to the call 
of the Chairman. 

Some rowdies, who attempted to create a dis- 
turbance during the meeting, were arrested and 
taken to the Vigilance Committee Rooms, 
where they Were held in custody for a short 
time. 

Niaut Scuoor.—The establishment of a 


night school has at last been decided upon; and 
rules and regulations therefor published. The 


sessions are to be held in the basement of St. 
Mary’s Cathedral, on the evenings of Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday of each week. 
Male children between the ages of four and 
eighteen are entitled to the benefits of the school: 
young men over eighteen years of age, may at- 
tend the school by making a monthly payment 
of two dollars. 

Excrrement at Yrexa.—On the 4th inst., a 
man named Blunt, committed some offense at 
Yreka, for which the Deputy Sheriff attempted 
to arrest him. Blunt made some resistance, and 
was shot, and instantly killed by the Deputy 
Sheriff. A large crowd of miners from the 
towns in the vicinity collected, and efforts were 
made to get the Sheriff out of the hands of the 
authorities, but they did not succeed. Mr. 
Freaner, editor of the Yreka Union, was threat- 
ened with a coat of tar and feathers,—the mi- 
ners taking exception to an extra, which was 
issued from his office, having reference to the 
difficulty. At the latest accounts the excite- 
ment had quelled down. 

Fire IN Marysvit_te.—An extensive fire took 
place in Marysville, on Wednesday, the 16th 
inst. The block bounded by F, Commercial, 
First and Second streets, was almost entirely 
destroyed. Loss estimated at about $175,000. 
The fire originated in a shanty occupied by 
some Irishmen. It was checked with great 
difficulty. 

Tue Govenor anp His Commissionrrs.—A 
short time since, Col. Zabriskie, (father-in-law 
of Gov. Johnson,) and Gen. Allen, visited this 
city, at the request of the Governor, to make 
proposals to the Vigilance Committee, for the 
arrangement of existing difficulties, The affai 
becoming in some way public, and false state- 
ments having been made in regard to it, the gen- 
tlemen above named addressed the follow- 
ing note to Gov. Johnson :— a 

It is time that a stop is put to the circula- 
tion of dirty inuendoes against us through filthy 
sheets, apparently by your authority. We 
therefore demand that — publish, forthwith, 
distinctly and explicitly, the authority with which 
you invested us as your agents, to treat with 
— Vigilance Committee. If you do not, we 
will. 

No attention being paid to this, they have 
published a statement of the whole affair.

Kansas. 


The Investigating Committee concluded their 
work and left on the 5th June. Their report 
was to have been presented on the 25th ult. 

The loss of the Free-State men in property 
stolen and destroyed at the sack of Lawrence is 
about $200,000. 

At Potawatamie Creek five Pro-Slavery men 
were shot by the Free State men, as they were 
in the act of hanging a Free-State man toa 
tree. 

On the 2d of Junea field engagement was 
fought on the prairie between Bull Creek and 
Palmyra, fifteen miles from Lawrence, between 
a band of Missourians under the command of 
H. C. Pate, correspondent of The Mistouri Re- 
publican, and a company of Free-State men, in 
which the latter were victorious, wounding five 
of their opponents, three of them mortally, and 
taking twenty-one prisoners, together with a 
number of Sharp’s rifles, revolvers, and horses. 

On the 6th of June, Col. Sumner, at the head 
of two companies of United States troops, re- 
leased the prisoners taken at Palmyra, and re- 
stored the arms and horses captured on that 
occasion. 

Col. Sumner has ten companies of dragoons 
under his command in the Territory; they have 
disbanded all armed organization of the Free- 
State men, with orders to them to re-assemble 
only in desperate emergencies. The Border- 
Ruffians rove about, committing robberies upon 
Free State men, and even upon the United States 
mail, and inflicting the severest cruelties upon 
their prisoners, and meet with little or no mo- 
lestation from the United States dragoons. 

Gen. Whitfield was at the head of a body of 
400 men, who were dispersed by the United 
States troops, but they reassembled, and were 
re-enforced by a body of 150 Missourians. 

Gov. Shannon issued a proclamation forbid 
ding all armed parties to come into the Territo- 
ry, and calls upon those already organized therein 
to diperse. It was totally disregarded by both 
sides. 

Gov. Robinson, Brown, the editor, and. others 
are confined under guard near Lecompton on a 
charge of high treason.
